The amendment filed on 4/05/2007 amending all of the claims drawn to the elected invention, e.g., a composition, and 
presenting claims drawn to methods of using said composition for the inhibition of cancer is non-responsive because the claims 
encompass patentably distinct subject matter that would have been restricted from the compositions if presented in the claims set as 
originally filed. For example, the composition and the method of using said composition as now presented are related as product and 
process of use. As such, the inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the composition, as previously 
examined, can be used in a materially different process of using that product as now presented such as being formulated with other 
herbs for use as tonics, diuretics or anti-per spirants (specification page 1, 2 nd paragraph).
